A Goman businessman, vhc baa had conaldereble political training and vho la 
an expert on the Pear Hast , had a long conversation with the Grand Mufti of 
Jerusalem, Hotiniil Amin £1 Buseelnl, whoa he knew well during the war. the 
nesting took place the first weed of August at Cairo, the Mufti lives there 
as a guest of King farouk in a villa In Heliopolis near Cairo, the conversation 
was arranged by At tea Pasha, the Secretary General of the Arab lee gut, in gre a t 
se cr ecy, the nesting tock place at night with naay precautions* 


the Mufti complained bitterly about the attitude of the Vest Osman press as 
co hered to the press in the Soviet occupied tone, the latter. In the Mufti's 
opinion, shoved such no re comprehension of the Arab point of view; whereas, the 
Mast Osman press decidedly fevers Israel, the Mufti did not sj^ath Us la any 
way with Russia. "Ve Mohaansdans nil caver be Bolsheviks," he explained. M ever* 
thslese, so one la the West was helping the Arabs, and cold reflection ehowed 
that the only help the Arab states could ea^ect, at least In propaganda and 
diplomacy# cans froa the "Has tern block of nations." the Mufti said he realised 
that the Weste r n Osman federal Republic could not show any ppea lygtthlM toward 
the Arabs, as Oereany had done formerly, because of England, the Arabs, however, 
could never cospromlso with Ragland in any fora whatsoever, because had 

betrayed then so often. 

Source had the distinct lspreesion thet the Mufti was inlying that In case of 
an emergency the Arabs oould Join the Soviets, although he denied categorically 
any man that he was in contact nth Moscow through Osman ex-dlplomate now 
wording with the Soviets. Such rumor* had previously a p peared In the Swiss pre ss * 
Source, however, dote not discount the fact that such contacts exist at least 
indirectly and are being Maintained through Hr* Grobba, a Osman ex-Mlaleter to 
Bagdad, who belongs to the grovg of Osman diplomats in Russian captivity* this 
grot? is heeded by Or. Clodiue. Hitler's former special ambassador and 
ecoaomlc expert, vho le frequently said to work for the Soviets. 

Sour c e states that there le no denying that the Mufti has been In Kabul several 
times recently. In fact, the Mufti admitted as much, but said he had only met 
•erne German friends vho were living there. However, from his personal knowledge 
of the nan, source considers it likely test he has had direct contact with 
Cc— inlet agents there. The Mufti was rather optimistic about the Persian oil 
conflict for the success cf Persia. He le convinced that the Arab etatea will 
help Persia financially. Persia also has the decided advantage that neither 
togland nor the felted States can tolerate any kind of chaos in s country bordering 
the Soviet Chios. Be considers this the naln ace in the Pert Isa gene. ^Persia's

5. The above-mentioned German businessman subsequently had several intimate 
conversations with Idris Bey, a functionary of the Central Office of the Arab 
League and a good friend of his* Idris Bey, although officially only an 
interpreter, seems to occupy an icportant position and to enjoy the confidence 
of Assam Pasha, the Secretary General of the League. According to Idris Bey 
the Influence of the Mufti within the inner circle of the Arab League has 
weakened, but his prestige in the Arab world at large is still high. The 
leaders of the League, however, are worried about his secret activities, and 
his dangerous political Intrigues, especially those that had to do with the 
assassination of King Abdullah. A sign of increasing suspicion, according to 
Idris Bey, is that the administration of the unds for the help of Arab refugees 
from Palestine was taken away from the Mufti, because he used It freely for his 
political purposes. Also the Mufti's connections with Moscow are suspected of 
being dangerous and lap lying a threat against the general line of the Arab 
League, which leads towards a "third position" between East and Vest rather 

than to taking sides with Russia, even against England. Idris Bey's German friend 
took special note that the expression "third force" was carefully avoided both 
by the Grand Mufti and Idris Bey. 

6. According to Idris Bey, not only the relationship between the Mufti and the 
Arab League Is in a critical condition, but also his personal relations to 

King Parouk. Parouk, on the one side, distrusts the Mufti and on the other, does 
not want to antagonise him because of his plan to be proclaimed one day Caliph 
of all Mohaaaedans . According to Idris Bey, this plan is dominant In Parouk 's 
thinking. 
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
